New York, Nov. 7. — Governor Stoncv 
of Missouri, chairman uf the Democratic 
committee, made the following statement 
to-day: "The battle is over. The Dem- 
ocratic party of the country accept the- 
result without complaint as in duty- 
bound. It signifies but little now to an- 
alyze the influences or to discuss the 
causes that brought about the result. 
There will be a wide difference of opin- 
ion as to that. This 1 will say, however,, 
that the Democratic party must and will 
I stand unswayed in defense of the con- 
stitution and for the preservation unim- 
paired of our institutions. A colonial, 
policy would be destructive of the Repub- 
lic, and we should resist every effort to 
establish it. I have always favored the 
annexation in a proper way of the is- 
lands adjacent to our coast, but have ■ 
opposed the annexation of a large de- 
main in the Eastern Hemisphere for 
reasons stated during the campaign. The 
Democratic party must stand lirm in the 
defense of the constitution while at tb& 
same time it should take an advanced .

time and commercial interests. The Mis- 
souri Democrats' platform of 1S0G ex- 
pressed my views on the political ques- 
tion; all I say now is what 1 have said- 
many times before, that the Democratic 
party must be affirmative as well as pro- 
gressive.

"It is a veritable Republican landslide,"' 
he said. "It is even better than we ex- 
pected, especially in Indiana and Ne- 
braska.

"1 consider Mr. McKinley's re-election, 
ail things considered, the best result, al- 
though I cannot endorse his imperialis- 
tic tendency. Yet 1 regard bis election, 
as more conducive to the interests of 
general civilization when compared with 
the results which Mr. Bryan's election 
would have brought. For the economic- 
interests of both the United States and 
Germany, the present result is also more- 
satisfactory ." 

The Tageblatte says: "The Germans 
greet McKinley's re-election above all as 
a victory for sound currency over revo- 
lutionary monetary experiments, which;, 
would have been calculated to most sev- 
erely shake the basis of the entire 
world's commerce. Anyhow, Germany's 
policy is to nurse close and loyal rela- 
tions with the head of a country that is 
connected with us by economic and na- 
tional ties as is the United States. There- 
are in no part of the world serious dif- 
ferences between the United States and 
Germany. In China both powers have 
marched on the same linos after Mr. 
McKinley's first feeling of distrust re- 
garding Germany's alleged territorial 
schemes subsided.

JS T ew York, Nov. 7.— The Journal says: 
•"William McKinloy has been re-elected 
.In a most decisive fashion. His popular 
majority is much less than in 1800, but 
his electoral majority is enormous. 
Through the haze of this defeat the 
Democracy can see the victory that 
might have been. Beyond a doubt 
Bryan would have been triumphantly 
elected but for two things — the lirst was 
the Intrusion of the silver issue. Free 
silver was dead, and so unpopular that 
even its corpse was enough to drag any 
man down to defeat. The second was 
the policy of cutting loose entirely from 
the Philippines. That was not in accord 
with the spirit of the American people. 
The people have evidently made up their 
minds to dispose of free silver once for 
all. The effort was superlluous, for 
free silver had ceased to exist ns a 
popular policy four yearn ago. but the 
voters were determined not to have the 
remains lying around any longer. The 
Democratic party has paid by two de- 
feats for the adoption of an unpopular 
and discredited issue. American public 
•opinion believes in the retention of the 
Philippines and in the extension to that 
country of a trul} American form of 
government." 

The Tribune says: " It is a national 
victory. The administration is sustained 
in its foreign policy, its policy towards 
the territory acquired through the war 
with Spain, and its stand for the gold 
standard."

Wreckage off 

The Coast 



Evidences of Marine Disasters 
Seen From Schooner Nellie 
Thurston. 



Three New River Steamers to 
Be Built Here This 
Winter. 



That the recent southeast gale seems 
to have been responsible for inure seri- 
ous murine casualty than that 'occa- 
sioned to the Duke of Fife seems to be 
indicated by the report given by the 
schooner Nellie Thurston, now at Seat- 
lie from Cape Nome. On October -7, 
when three days out from Dutch Har- 
bor, she passed n loc of wreckage, con- 
sisting or spurs, rigging with wire rope, 
and small timbers in large ipjuutity, and 
again on November 11, when about 2dt 
miles from Cape Flattery, at daylight 
she was seen to be passing throng! 
large quantities of wreckage. There 
was ft 70-mile wind blowing, and the 
wreckage could not in consequence be 
closely examined, but enough was s 
to furnish some valuable facts. 

Much lumber of 1-inch, lU-inch and 
4-inch sizes was seen. Apparent iy ; 
portion of this had been the upper work 
of some vessel, as it was painted w hit' 
on the exterior, and on the interior blue. 
There was some material that > 
painted only on one side, this being 
white. A lifeboat, thought to be 
metal, was also sighted. This boat was 
partially submerged, but the captain be 
lieves it to have been about 2T> feet long 
This boat was also painted white on the 
outside, with blue interior, and in the 
end, which was above water, was o 
tank, supposed to be an air chamber 
The tank was painted yellow. 

Capt. Johnson states that this wreck- 
age was scattered along for a distance 
of 21) miles from the place where iirst 
sighted. It was composed of the cla 
of timbers mentioned, and some port 
lights and windows were also seen. 

Fifty miles beyond the hulk of the 
wreckage Capt. Johnson sighted a tank 
puinted yellow and of a diamond shape, 
which was similar to that seen in the 
wrecked lifeboat. This tank being very 
light was out of the water aud was roll- 
ing over and over before the wind. 
From the distance intervening between 
this tank and the bulk of the heavier 
wreckage, Capt. Johnson inclines to the 
opinion that the wr^ek, whatever it was, 
occurred some time within the 24 hours 
preceding the time that he first sighted 
it. lie is inclined to believe that it was 
probably about 15 hours or even less. 

The crew and_ passeugcrs of the 
Thurston say it is evident, however, that 
a disaster has occurred, and from the 
sea that was running, and the distance 
to the nearest land, it t<eems very im- 
probable that any one could have es- 
caped. The nearest land was probably 
250 miles, and the indications are that 
if any lifeboats were launched they 
were destroyed as was the one sighted.

MISMANAGED SORTIE. 

British Marine Describes the Plan 
That r-ailed. 

Morrison. Pekin correspondent of 
lie' London Times, tells the following 
amusing incidenl of the siege: 

Towards evening of the 28th a Krtipp 
gun was mounted in the Mongol market, 
not ••'.•III yards from Hi,. British legation, 
and fire was opened upon a storeyed 
building occupied by marine. s in the 
south court of the legation. Fired at 
short range the .-.hells crashed through 
the roofs and walls. For an hour the 
bombardment continued, but no on,, was 
injured, though a crack racing pony In 
the stables below was killed, and next 
day eaten. It was determined to cap- 
ture this gun, so in the early morning a 
force consisting of 2« British. 10 Ger- 
mans, lu Russians, 5 French ami 5 
Italians, and about 'JO volunteers, made 
a sortie from the legation to try nnoT 
capture the gun and burn the houses 
covering it; but the attempt was n 
fiasco. The men got tangh-d up in the 
lanes, so that the reserve line with the 
kerosene marched ahead of the firing 
line; there was a Babel of voices, not 
one knew where to go, the captain lout 
his head and set fire to the house* in 
the rear, and the men retreated pell- 
mell. As the British marine described 
the operation: "The capt'n. 'e sez, 'garn 
boys, garn, ehawge boys, chawge,' 
against a bloomin' 'ouse wall, 'e waves 
'is bloomin' arms in the air nnd then 'o 
sets fire to the 'ouse be'ind us!" This 
was a bungle. 'Hie Chinese, however, 
were alarmed and retnoved'the gun.

THE GENERAL RESULT. 

At the present writing the returns are 
not all in, but sufficient is known to 
• show that the Laurier government 
lias been sustained by a substantial 
majority. Canada has followed the 
example of Great Britain anil the 
United States, and concluded to let 
things remain in statu quo. 

The Liberal sweep in the Maritime 
Provinces is notable, and must lie re- 
garded as a triumph for Messrs. Field- 
ing, Blair and Davie*. Sir Wilfrid and 
Mr. Tnrte gave a good account ol" them- 
selves in Quebec. In Ontario the min- 
isters did not make anything like so 
good a showing, which ju^tilics the 
claim, so often made, that the brains 
of tile Liberal party are in Quebec and 
the Maritime Provinces. 

The defeat of Sir Charles Tnpper, Mr. 
Poster, Mr. Bergeron, Mr. Hugh John 
Macdonnld and other parliamentary 
-gladiators leaves the Conservatives in a 
bad way for leaders. It will take the 
party some time to recover from this 
blow. Presumably Sir Charles Tupper 
will not again enter the political arena. 
He is now in his eightieth year, and, if 
we are not mistaken, has never before 
been defeated. Doubtless if he desires 
a seat in the House a constituency 
would be opened for him, but it is hardly 
likely that lie will desire this. lie was 
the last of the Fathers of Confederation 
to offer for election, and even his oppon- 
ent could wish him a better nunc dimit- 
t is. lit* has had a long, laborious and 
honorable career, and has written his 
name in Indelible characters upon the 
pages of Canadian history. 



THE VOTE IN VICTORIA. 

The vote in Victoria yesterday can 
only be understood to mean that the 
voters of this city are dissatisfied with 
the treatment accorded to the province 
by the Laurier government. We think 
any one, who honestly expresses 
his opinio!], will admit thai if 
the Liberal candidates could have 
answered in the nfllrniative the 
'questions propounded in yesterday's 
Colonist, they would have been elected 
hy a good majority. The personal 
popularity of the Conservative candi- 
dates would not have availed anything 
in that event. Neither would the Con' 
servntive predilections of the people. 
We have often pointed out that there is 
a large unplaced vote in this city, which 
-will pronounce an intelligent verdict 
upon any question submitted to them. 
The great issnc in this city was the 
treatment accorded to British Columbia. 
'The people have spoken in protest. It 
will he the duty and pleasure of the 
Colonist to continue to press for consid- 
eration of those claims, ami we hope to 
be able to secure their recognition. 

For Messrs. Kiley and Drury we have 
only kind words. They made a clean 
and honorable campaign, ami may con- 
gratulate themselves upon the vote they 
were able to poll, when handicapped by 
the neglect experienced by this province 
at the bands of the government which 
they supported. 



THE UNITED STATES ELECTION. 

The refusal of the people of the 
United States to be led away hy the 
fallacies of Mr. Bryan is a matter for 
profound satisfaction, because a change 
of administration would have implied 
such a change of policy thai no one rim 
foresee what the consequences might 
have been. We have a very great deal 
-of faith in the readiness of an intelligent 
.electorate to adapt themselves to radical 
changes, and doubtless business and 
oilier interests would have combined to 
reduce as much as possible the shock 
resulting from such an overturn as the 
-defeat of Mr. McKinley would have 
been. But during the last few years 
the government at Washington has had 
cast upon it so many new and grave re- 
sponsibilities, and lias been brought so 
closely in touch with other governments 
that dislocations of policy cannot be 
indulged in with impunity. So it: the 
liusiness world. Not very long ago the 
commercial and financial influence of 
the United States in themnrkets of the 



world was inconsiderable. Now it is 
o.ie of the most importaut factors. 
There seems reason to think that here- 
after the United States will have to 
vary its system of government some- 
what, so that there may be greater con- 
tinuity of policy, and the chances of its 
relations with foreign governments and 
its commercial interests being ruthlessly 
overturned as the result of a presiden- 
tial election may be reduced to a mini- 
mum. 

Some thoughts are suggested by the 
fact that Mr. Bryan had within a com- 
paratively small number of half the 
voters on his side, and they are ndt re- 
assuring. Millions of people in the 
United States have been educated dur- 
ing the last decade in the belief that 
they are under the tyranny of trusts 
and corporations. There is just enough 
truth in the claim to render it danger- 
ous. One nf these ernys — and it may not 
he very far away— this feeling may take 
the form of action. Among the appeals 
made to the voters at the late election 
was one based upon the assertion that 
President McKinley had overridden the 
Constitution in one or more important 
particulars. It cannot be successfully 
contended that in his dealings with 
Spain anil the Filipinos he respected tin- 
letter of either the Declaration of lm\(* 
pendenee or the Constitution. It was 
impossible for him to do so. New 
exigencies had arisen, am] he was com- 
pelled, in the absence of constitutional 
directions, to map out a course for him- 
self. In so doing he undoubtedly kepi 
within the spirit of those two docu- 
ments, which are so precious in the 
sight of all United States citizens; but 
it cannot be successfully contended thai 
he had authority in the letter of the 
Constitution for everything be did. The 
case is something like the Emancipation 
Proclamation of Presidenl Lincoln. 
That act was strictly unconstitutional 
in the normal sense of the term, but it 
was justified as a war measure, just as 
the seizure of property of an enemy 
may he so justified. To abolish slavery 
a constitutional amendment was neces- 
sary. We do not apprehend any dan- 
ger from President McKinley nor sug- 
gest for :i moment, its some of the 
Democratic papers have suggested, Hint 
four years from now be may decide to 
suspend the Constitution and deel ire 
himself permanent president. Our fear 
is that some such act may come from 
the other side. Unless means can be 
found to reconcile the differences be- 
tween capital and labor in the United 
States, there is danger that the labor 
organizations may assert themselves, 
and that it strung and daring man. com- 
manding the support of a large majjritj 
of workingiuen, may declare the Presi- 
dent unfit to he trusted with the work- 
ing out of the Constitution. All that is 
needed in the United States to-day to 
inaugurate a Cromwclliad is a Crom- 
well. 

Therefore, while we regard with pro- 
found satisfaction the election of Mr. 
McKinley, we are unable to shut our 
eyes to the great peril with which the 
institutions of the United States stand 
confronted. Unless moderate counsels 
prevail mi the part of the Republican 
leaders, unless a disposition is evinced 
to gain the sympathy an I confidence of 
the millions who have been estranged 
by the tremendous powers pxcrtod over 
the courts ami the government of tlm 
country by trusts and corporation's, 
very serious trouble may come about 
before very Inn?.'. Lines of cleavage, 
similar to these which marked society 
in France before the Revolution, arc 
making themselves manifest. It will 
be a difficult Usl; to arrest the progress 
of these. We believe it can be done, 
but many thoughtful observers think 
otherwise.

The Royal Canadians have left Cape- 
town for home. They will go to South- 
ampton, and be reviewed hy Her Gra- 
cious Majesty before returning to Can- 
ada. No body of men ever did their duty 
better than the brave fellows who made 
up the First Canadian Contingent. Al- 
most to a man they were untried on the 
battlefield, hut under every circumstance 

they have acquitted themselves with 
honor. When there was fighting to be 
dune, they did their share. On tile long- 
est marches they were equal to all de- 
mands uiioii them. Every officer who 
lias had them under him, from the Com- 
mander-in-Chief down, has been loud in 
his praise. 

Perhaps it is not too much to say of 
them that they Were by the fortunes of 
war able to turn the tide of the campaign. 
Undoubtedly tint surrender of Cronje 
made the rest of the work much easier 
than it would otherwise have been. It 
led to the relief of Ladysmith. It facil- 
itated the advance on Pretoria. It took 
tin vim out of the Boers. Other regi- 
ments would doubtless have done tint 
same thing, but the chance fell to the 
Canadian boys, and right well did they 
employ it. The name of Paardeburg will 
ever be associated with the soldiery of 
Canada. * 

When the regiment reaches the Mother 
Country it may count upon a reception 
such as never fell to the lot of returning 
soldiers. The welcome' will be from the 
heart. The people of the United King- 
dom will remember that these are the 
men who sprang to arms at the moment 
the signal was given, who left homos of 
plenty, positions well worth retaining, 
and all the attractions that make life en- 
joyable.

There was a serious cutting affray 
during- a quarrel in a Chinese shack at 
the rear of the store of Ah Sung, Chinese 
merchant, or 101 Government street, last 
night, as a result of which two Chiueso 
iic in the Jubilee hospital seriously, one 
perhaps fatally, wounded. 

As fitr as could be learned last night, 
it seems by the stories of the Chinese, 
that Ah Tim, a Chinese who is employ- 
ed by families for housework, was ly- 
ing in his bunk in the cabin, which 
stands in the narrow lane at the rear of 
the merchant's establishment, and ; .s en- 
tered from the store. His brother, Ah 
Gun, and Young Fat, another Chinese, 
were with him. About 8 p.m. Ah Ting, a 
Chinese gardener employed at Oak Bay, 
entered the cabin, and in a few minutes 
was quarrelling with one of the throe 
inmates. Ah Tim, who was lying down, 
reached over and, pushing Ah Ting, ask- 
ed him to go out and not light there. The 
belligerent Chinese gardener then drew 
an ugly looking sheath knife and plunged 
the blade into Ah Tim's leg. -He cut the 
main artery and blood flower profusely. 

Hearing the sound of scuttling. Ah 
Snug, the merchant and owner of the 
cabin in which the fracas took place, 
ran in and tried to get the man with the 
knife out of the cabin. Ah Ting then 
seized a poker and beat the merchant 
about the lyad, cutting bis forehead and 
cheek. The other Chinese lied, afraid 
of Ah Ting, who then seemingly ran 
amuck with knife and poker, in the cab- 
in and store. He chased the Chinese to 
the front of the store and to the street, 
and then battering in a panel of the door 
with the poker, re-entered. Then he 
turned his weapon on himself, evident- 
ly believing that he had killed Ah Tim. 
He cut himself badly at the back of his 
neck with his knife aud battered his 
head with the poker. 

Word was brought to the police by 
seme of the Chinese, and Chief Langley, 
Sergeant Redgrave and some the con- 
stables sprinted down to the scene. Ar- 
rived there they found Ah Ting lying 
prostrate on the lloor of the store and Ah 
Tim reclining on a chair with a big pool 
of blood on the lloor. Some men from 
the It. C. H. who had arrived there just 
at the end of the fracas, say that the 
Chinese were heating Ah Ting as he lay 
prostrate after inflicting the wounds upon 
himself. The two wounded men were 
taken by the ambulance to the hospital, 
and Ah Ting, when he recovers, if a 
fatal termination docs not come to his 
injuries, will have to answer to a charge 
of cutting and woun ling Ah Tim. The 
Chinese who were in the cabin and the 
merchant, Ah Sung, and another who 
was in the store, are held us witnesses. 

Another Chinese, a friend of Ah Ting, 
was arrested late last night for having 
incited Ah Ting to wound Alt Tim, he 
having shouted. "Stick n Knife in him" 
to All Ting when the quarrel com- 
menced.

The vintage Is a mercy time In Medoc. 
but It Is also n very busy one— so busy. In- 
deed, that strangers are often surprised 
und even disappointed to liud that there 
la so much hard work than play, i They 
may be shocked also to perceive that the 
mild-eyed oxen that draw the wains laden 
with tubs, each brimming with grapes, out 
of the vineyards wear neither narlauds nor 
ribbons. Moreover, the ceutlo beasts mav 
kick out at them sideways if they stand too 
close, and this would he another disillus- 
ion. In fact the actual Idyl is not quite 
the same as the oue that literature bus im- 
pressed upon those who know more about 
vineries under glass than vineyards in the 
open air. In the Medoc in Burgundy, and 
in Champagne there is little to Identify the 
vineyurds with the "gaddliit: wine" of the 
poets. Some people have been known to 
compure the Medoc vineyurds. which are 
pruned very low und trained espal'er fash- 
ion, to vast •spinach gardens, but this .s 
not allowing sufficient margin to poetry. 
What cannot be denied Is that the cluster- 
ing purple trapes hanging under the leaves 
are always delightful to the eye. Bverv 
day, however, now diminishes their num- 
ber, for the vintage is at its height. 

The arrival of the vintagers began some 
days before they were wanted. Queer vin- 
tagers ther looked, most of them, anything 
but idyllic, or even bucolic. The'/ were 
chiefly the vanguard moving out from the 
slums of Bordeaux, peou'e of the class who 
have no particular calling, .vho are out of 
regular employment nine nunc is of the 
year, and yet. somehow, manage to live 
without being very miserable. J.'iev hud 
tramped the hot and -lusty '.•ads *.tli all 
or most of their personal baggage In a 
sack thrown over their shoulder. The pros 
ueet of having plenty to eat. and especially 
plenty to drink, for ten days or so. together 
with a change of air. was too alluring for 
them to run the risk of being late lu the 
held. While waiting for the work to begin 
they could live upon the country, for these 
are people of expedients. 

lu a word, the Bordeaux vintagers have 
nothing to lend In the way of morality, 
cleanliness, or anything else that is in- 
teresting to the Kent hop-pickers from Lon- 
don. They are the dregs of a cltv's popu- 
lation out for an alrlug. Other vintagers 
do not tramp the roads; they come lu 
boxes on wheels drawn by dogs or in cara- 
vans pulled along by donkeys or horses that 
have seen a deal of life. Some are tinkers 
others bnskot-makers. others again are 
strolling iliO"- tb or acrobats. The inten- 
tion of all is to Join lu the festival of Bac- 
chus. Those who mend pots and pans, 
who hftwk baskets and wicker tables, en- 
camp in the waste places or on the conven- 
ient roadside comers, sometimes quite a 
colony together, and their gypsy tires in the 
evening, when the women are cooking, and 
other llgures are grouped about, show very 
picturesquely against the darkening vine- 
landscape. As for the acrobate and the 
players, they generally' contrive to pitch 
caravans near a village pump and here they 
give evening performances, announced by 
a terrllTle beating of the drum. liut the 
greater number of the vintagers In the Me- 
doc are Landals— people of the moor and 



tion of storage, and there Is general malaise 
Ttdta regard to the orosnect of sale. Two 
good vintages in succession, spcaklne now 
only of quantity, have brought matters to 
this pass -that there is an actual wine crisis 
In France caused by overproduction. 



COST OF NAVAL POWER. 

What it Costs Great Britain Compared 
With Other Powers, 

From Engineering. 

The gros« total naval estimates for the 
current year are, roughly, 28 1 /-. millions, 
this sum including over a million on ac- 
count of "appropriations in aid" or money 
contributed from other source*. The 
French navy estimates for the present 
year are about 12% millions, as voted by 
tlio Chamber of Deputies in March last; 
those of Russia over 9 millions; Germany 

not far from 7% millions on the original 
estimates; and of Italy, over 4% millions. 
That give an approximate total of !53% 
millions for the four chief naval powers 
of the Continent, or, nay 5 millions in ex- 
Cess of our own figures. But in the lat- 
ter should be included the sum for naval 
works anil certain amounts, not shown 
in the estimates, which are contributed 
by the Colonies and India. The Hum 

we receive from our dependencies is, 
however, not large, and the expenditure 
on naval works is somewhat uncertain, 
as it generally falls short of that estimat- 
ed; for this year it in stated at 2\U mil- 
lions. Sir Charles Dilke, probably our 
best authority on thiis point has put down 
the naval expenditure for the present 
year at a round 30 millions. The chief 
correction to the foreign figures is nec- 
essary through the passing of the German 
naval bill by the Reichstag on June 12 
last. This measure provides a continu- 
ous shipbuilding programme which will 

xtend over a number of years. From 
what i9 known here of the actual figurot) 
as to cost, it would appear that the total 
expenditure for the present year would 
be about S'/j million pounds. That is 
over a million less than the original 
proposal as put forward by the German 
ICmporor and bin advisers, the suggested 
amount having been ant down by thj 
Reichstag during the passage of the bill 
through the house. The passing of the 
navy bill of Germany, therefore, adds 
roundly a million sterling to the above 
aggregate for the four countries. The 
corrected totals would lie roughly 30 mil- 
lions for Great Britain, and mil- 
lions for the four great Continental 
Powers,

Some of them still come on stilts, hut not 
as In former days. They are engaged at 
the principal chateaux long before the vin- 
tage opens. All these people are 1 
and fed by the owners of the vineyards, 
and are usually paid at the following rates 
Men. 1 franc: women 75 centimes: and 
children 50 centimes a day. Women are 
quite as capable as men of nicking gram 1 
but If one asks why they are paid less, the 
almost Invariable answer Is that they tall 
too much, and are a cause of distraction. 
The lodging Is decidedly primitive: a shed 
overhead and a shakedown of straw are 
the usual accommodation. Thev have to lie 
very close, too. In order to Und room, and 
swarms of mosquitoes are busy upon them 
during the nlsbt. But they accept all thlt 
as part of the business, and seem quite 
happy except In rainy weather, when they 
have to sleep In wet clothes. At the larger 
chateaux more attention Is paid to com 
fort and decency, but the problem of hous 
ing so many people, who are only needed 
a few days In the year. Is very embarrass- 
ing, and Is becoming more so with the Im- 
proved methods of wlne-maklng. which 
enable a far larger number of hands 
to be employed upon the gathering 
than was the case In former' veurs. when 
the grapes ure thoroughly ripe, und the 
weather favorable thene are strong reasons 
for getting the vintage over us quickly ns 
possible: und to this end methods have un- 
dergone considerable changes at those chat- 
eau* whose wines have a world-wide repu- 
tation. 

For observing the latest appliances there 
is no better chateau than Mountou-Roth- 
BChlld. (formerly Hrane-Mouton.) at I'aull- 
lac. Here the grapes, as ther are brought 
from the vineyard on bullock carts, are 
hoisted In the great tubs that contain them 
to an upper floor of the cuvler. or vat 
house, bv means of cranes. The oressoirs— 
shaped like vast travs— are run along on 
rails to receive their load of grapes. Thev 
are then run hack In front of one of the 
eighteen vats, each containing fifty hogs- 
heads. Thus those employed In the cuvlers 
can easily keen place with the vintagers 
out of doors.although the number of these 
has been greatly increased since the old 
BjHtem — still very general In the Bordeaux 
district— of doing everything on the ground 
lloor was abandoned. Here. too. can he 
studied what may be described as the new 
manner of making red wine. For ages 
there was onlv one method, which was 
transmitted from father to son. generation 
after generation. It was that- of the wine 
press of remote antiquity, the treading out 
of the Juice of the grapes with the naked 
human foot. The lulce thus trodden out 
run from the press Into the vat. Into which 
skina and stalks were afterward thrown 
for the whole to ferment together. The 
new method is to keep the crapes ns whole 
as possible, and to leave them to break up 
in the vast under the action of fermenta- 
tion. The fruit is separated from the 
stalks bv means of rakes (sometimes ilxed 
sieves lire used) and the stain:, are not put 
into the vat. This separation goes far to 
account for the "softness" of the wines 
of Chateau-Laflte. Mont de Rothschild. Ln 
Tour. Beaucalllon. and other grand cures 
of I'uillac and St. .Tullen. The men who 
separate the grapes from the stalke enter 
the press barefooted, but they do not tread 
the fruit. Thus, what has been so long 
called the wine press Is no longer one 
wherever the method here described Is fol- 
lowed. It Is. however, very far from be'pg 
general. Indeed, the great majority of 
Medoc growers. Including many whose 
wines are well known, remain constant in 
their attachment to the ancient system, 

They maintain that nothing has been In- 
vented enunl to the pressure of the human 
foot in wlnemnklng; that it bring? the color 
out of the skins, which adds to the beauty 
of the wine, and also extracts the tannin, 
which Is preservative. Only time and ex- 
perience will decide this question. All the 
growers of the I'auillae district, whatever 
view they mav take of the usefulness of the 
foot, now leave the stalks out of the must. 
All that falls to the bottom of the vat 
when fermentation Is complete Is pressed 
in n special machine for the purpose, but 
the Juice thus obtained Is not mixed with 
that which has already been drawn off. 
and which makes the grand vln. 

There need be no hesitation now In des- 
cribing WOO as a crent wine year. Not onlv 
Is there abundance, but the quality cannot 
fall to be exceptionally good. Inasmuch as 
nil the weather conditions which experience 
associates with generous and fine flavored 
wines have been realized. The dry hot sum- 
mer has preserved the crape from dls^nse. 
but when rain hns been renllv needed a 
Hufflclencr has fallen. The smaller growers, 
however, are much perplexed with the oues- 



ful and discriminating audience, ln times 
past it has been too much the habit of 
Victorians to show an Indifference when 
matters of vast Interest !o their well being 
were considered: hence we often had small 
meetings and feeble discussions as to the 
merits of what proved lu the result to he 
weighty and Important measures. Take 
the Victoria & Sidney r""wuv orolect. for 
example. Scarcely a corporal's guard of 
ratepayers attended the meeting* and but 
little interest was felt In Its Uiuuuizo exeetu 
bv the men who knew a good thing when 
thev saw it. Ruteunvers have been punish- 
ed for their suulneuess on that occasion. 
For seven and a half years thev have been 
taxed to the tune of $'.1,000 Per annum, 
until the couioauv m>w owe the cltv some 
$(J(I.(XX): and for 17M. years men' this incu- 
bus will continue to eat like a ciinkerworui 
Into the resources of the cltv until at the 
end of the 25 years over which the guaran- 
tee extends the company will owe the muni- 
cipality ¥225.000 iwithollt adding Interest! 
and the cltv will hold as security- want'; 1 
think I hear some credulous ratepayer 
reply "the road." Nothing of the sort, un- 
friend. The road will belong to the bond- 
holders, not to the cltv. We shall be lust 
out the amount we have guaranteed and 
paid lu Interest and shall have not a stick, 
stone, rail or tie to show fur the reckless 
Indifference with which eight or nine veurs 
ago we approved of the hv-law that hangs 
like a millstone about our necks and pre- 
vents reallv meritorious schemes for public 
Improvement from being carried out. Has 
the volume of business Increased ln con- 
sequence of the construction of the road'.' 
Huh property enhanced In value'/ Has the 
copulation advanced'.' Is there a single rate- 
paver who has felt ills wealth expand and 
the burthen of his taxation lift even to the 
extent of a mill, because of that roil d 7 I 
know of none. I do not hesitate to say that 
had the ratepayers then been as alive to 
their Interests as Saturday's meeting shows 
thev now ure. the V. & S. would never 
have been built with a cltv guarantee. 
Therefore I ball with satisfaction the an- 
nouncement of a great gathering at the 
theatre to listen to the discussion, for It Is 
a happy aucurv of the awakening of a 
people who have been Indifferent to their 
own Interests and who. that thev might, 
like the sluggard, enlov a little more sleep 
anil u little more slumber have allowed 
the men who got no betimes to walk off un- 
disturbed with their subsidy. 

I have vour verbatim report of the 
speeches and while I must congratulate Mr. 
Bodwell upon his rhetoric, his Imagery and 
his mental force I cannot felicitate 111 ill up- 
on his logic or his candour. He rose to the 
sub"-- ' heights of poetry when lie took 
his hearers upon an airship trip through 
gorges and ravines. crossed mountains 
streams, sealed the loftiest peaks and 
skimmed over the loftiest steppes, ts he des- 
cribed the wealth and resources of the 
lovely little Island. He carried his hearers 
with him when he complained of the Iso- 
lation, of our cltv and quite touched the 
hearts of the ladies and gentlemen present 
when he spoke of the blessings that would 
How from a better connection with a trans- 
continental service. Much' that he said, ns 
Bacon puts It. "came home to men's 
businesses and bosoms." and had a vote 
been taken Immediately after he sat down 
It Is safe to sav that at least 25 per cent, 
of those present would have responded with 
an "aye." Hut having taken the ratepayers 
a good deal nearer heaven than they had 
ever been before he allowed Ills airship to 
descend and he and his auditors fell with 
a great splash Into a Dead Sea of uncer- 
tainty, doubt and mystery. With nil due 
respect to mv friend Mr. Bodwell and his 
method of warfare I think I mav fairly 
claim that at least one of the two hours 
consumed bv him was wasted. Kor all 
practical purposes the ease of Mr. Itodwell's 
clients might have been summed up In two 
columns of the Colonist. Instead of occupy 
lug as It does, the best tor worst) part of 
a page and a half. One of the chief objec- 
tions advanced to the by-law is that the 
promoters are unknown, nnd Mr. Bodwell 
told the packed theatre that from iirst to 
last he had taken the nubile Into his con- 
fidence. I denr this statement emphatic- 
ally and unreservedly. The nubile has not 
heen taken Into his confidence.

moters. I deny. too. that Mr. Bodwell was 
badly treated by Mr. Ward's telegram to 
the elder Mr. Hill, which produced the no- 
gunranteo reply. Why, we should never 



Hill. Junior, to Mr. Mackenzie, but for the 
telegram: the letter would have continued 
to repose In the darkest recesses of the 
solicitors' safe and been still referred to 
as evidence that the Great Northern were 
behind the proposal, while the facts as 
stated by Mr. Bodwell show that thev are 
nowhere near It. When the telegram was 
printed, what happened'/ Mr. Bodwell pro 
duccd the letter and announced that If it 
was still doubted that the Great Northern 
was behind the scheme he would produce 
"further evidence" to show that they were. 
He told his audience that he proceeded to 
Seattle and saw Mr. Hill, bv whom he was 
toid that the Great Northern "could not do 
more than agree to niuke a truffle arrange 
meut for handling the Victor 1 - through 
business exclusively over the road lu ques- 
tion." As a matter of fact. Mr. Uodwell's 
expedition to Seattle resulted In failure. 
The "further evidence" has not been pro- 
duced because It does not exist. When Mr. 
Bodwell said lie would get It he reallv 
thought It was available. Hut ln suite of 
his failure to secure the evidence the meet- 
In i of Saturday was advertised as the 
Gieat Northern Hallway's meeting! 

Mr. Bodwell explained the Hallway Act 
for the information of his hearers and my- 
self; but I full to see that he weakened 
mv contention that If the fe-- -railway 
scheme should fail, without good and suf- 
ficient guarantees having been first obtain- 
ed, the cltv would be forced to indemnify 
the property owners. To add force to his 
argument he said that a railroad once built 
must be operated— like the brook— "go on 
forever." I do not draw that conclusion 
from the act: but admitting Its correctness, 
and supposing the company swept away bv 
the force of financial pressure, who wolUil 
be compelled to continue the trains? If the 
Great Northern should become a party to 
the agreement, that comouny must take 
up the. work where the others lav It down: 
but without that security would not the 
city become responsible? What stronger or 
better argument ln support of mv demand 
for a good ami sufficient guarantee of the 
good faith of the mysterious promoters 
could be advanced than Mr. Bodwell has 
placed In mv hands'/ Just fancy the cltv 
compelled to run a bankrupt ferrv line to 
the mouth of the Fraser forever and think, 
too. of the swingeing taxes that would have 
to be Imposed to make up the deficiency. 

It will be remembered that 1 have asked 
that the names of the promoters be dis- 
closed. To that demand Mr. Bodwell replies 
It Is a matter In which I have really no 
concern and that the ratepayers are not 
particularly Interested In having the names. 
Mr. Bodwell never made a greater mistake 
than to suppose that tile public are indif- 
ferent to the personality of his clients. 
Next to the failure to secure a guarantee 
from the Great Northern the veil of mys- 
tery that has been thrown over the mimes 
of the promoters constitutes the gravest ob- 
lectlou. The nubile ask and have the right 
to know —lio are the men behind the pro- 
ject, since the Great Northern Co. declare 
that thev are not. The promoters must 
have a high opinion of the Intelligence of 
the ratepayers 1f thev imagine for a mo- 
ment that the by-law will be acceptable 
without the names having been first suppli- 
ed. You. Mr. Kdltor. have demanded of 
vour corrcsuondcuts op this weighty sub- 
leet that thev shall sign their names to 
their letters and thus make a frontal at- 
tack op the bv-law. Thev have compiled. 
Now. whv do vou not Insist that the pro- 
moters shall also light ln the open. Instead 
of adopting Boer tactics and concealing 
themselves behind tin anonlmltv to secure 
a bonus of $-100,000 from our already over- 
burdened townspeople'/ Let us know what 
manner of men thev are. Could Mr, hod- 
well arrange a loan for a client without Ulo- 
closlug the client's namcV Would lie venture 
tlefore the legislature with a bill without 
the names of the promoters being mention- 
ed In the preamble'/ Would he send a peti- 
tion to the board of aldermen or the legis- 
lature without a signature and expect It 
to be entertained'/ This Is exactly what 
he Is doing with respect to this by-law. and 
when Objection Is taken he savs In effect 
that it Is nobody's business. Surelv. sur- 
ly, we are entitled to know with whom we 
are dealing— whether wdth men who can 
build a transcontinental railway or with 
men whose financial resources would be 
strained In building a liencooo. 

Mr. Barnard's remarks in opposition to 
the scheme were moderate and well chosen 
and must have sunk deeply Into the minds 
of his hearers, but I was ereatlv amused 
to Und genial Hill iuildner. the reeve of 
Delta municipality, brought down to sun 
port the scheme and urging Victorians in 
place their necks In the noose which the 
reeve will take nrcclouu gooil care shall nut 
encircle the neck of bis own bnllllu'lck. 
There Is the story of a fox who. having 
lost his tall, advised all his friends to part 
with their caudal appendages. Air. I.adaei 
Is wiser than tile fox. He does not pro 
pose to Involve Ills own people, lint he has 
no hesitation la advising Victorians to sac- 
rlllce themselves so that the Delta mav get 
a railway.

Almost Everything We Wear Was 
Adopted in Tribute to Famous 
Commanders.

Those who keep their eyes about them 
must frequently have wondered why so 
many Frenchmen affect the curious point- 
ed beard and mustache known us the "im- 
perial." It is their unconscious tribute 
to that unfortunate soldier, the late Em- 
peror Napoleon, who set a fashion which 
has successfully survived upwards, of 
thirty years of republicanism. 

The soldier linn always exercised a 
great effect u[kiu Parisian fashions. Dur- 
ing the Boulanger crisis everything from 
boots to bonnets bore the name of the 
brave General; while, quite recently, the 
Dreyfus blouse of blue and gold, with 
military braiding, was openly worn by 
every fair sympathizer with the prisoner 
of the He du Diablo. 

To Italy we owe the celebrated "Gari- 
baldi" blouse, which IniH completely re- 
volutionized the every-day dress of mod- 
ern womanhood, and the comfortublo 
.sleeveless Garibaldi vest. To Kossuth, 
the great Hungarian patriot, our grand- 
parents were indebted for the curious 
lints and packets worn by them at the 
time of the Crimean war. This last war, 
with its thrilling charge of Balakluvu, 
was destined to give yet another war 
fashion to the world. Lord Cardigan, 
who led that glorious charge, was an 
exceedingly delicate man for a soldier. 
The terrible cold of the Russian winter 
bij pinched him that he procured a warm 
knitted waistcoat of Shetland wool, with 
sleeves to match, which he wore under 
bin uniform. Hence the comfortable 
"Cardigan" jacket, which has survived to 
t! is day. 

The successes of Wellington brought 
the usual crop of fashionable mementoes, 
chief among them being the Wellington 
military cloak of dark blue Melton cloth, 
such as the mounted policemen still 
wear; the much-braided .Wellington frock 
eon to, beloved of the mid-century Dun- 
Irearysj aud the knee-high Wellington 
boots. 

Our Highland regiments have been re- 
sponsible for more than one change in 
the fashions. During the Indian mutiny 
the splendid daring of Colon Campbell's 
men so won the hearts of the British 
public that little Britishers were im- 
mediately arrayed in all the glory of 
kilts.

The last one I 
got fixed only cost mc- $2.10 and I nearly 
got done for with it and I don't want 
you to fix this oue for less than $5. What 
do I do? Well, any one would know you 
were new to the oil country to ask that 
with that wagon standing there." 

The speaker was a quiet, good looking 
man with a clear blue eye, who had driv- 
en up in a queer-looking wagon and 
thrown two reels filled with about three- 
eight-inoh lines on the lloor. I looked 
with much interest at the vehicle aud 
outfit, which was a well shooter's,- and 
found an excellent set of springs mounted 
on lirst-class wheels. The seat was 
roomy and turned up on hinges and dis- 
closed a space divided up so that a can 
of nitro-glycerine just filled each division 
which wus carefully padded, both bottom 
and sides, and the bottom covered with 
rubber that came up several inches, to 
cutch anything that might come from a 
leaky can, which is a rare thing. 

"It might make a good axle grease, but 
I never wanted to carry the experiment 
very far, although I had a can once 
that I was carrying in an ordinary buggy 
leak down on the axles. You see there 
isn't much curl to my hair yet," said the 
shooter, as he was showing me the rig. 

Each can holds eight quarts, which 
weigh twenty-six pounds. Some wagons 
are made for sixteen cans although this 
one only held twelve. A couple of brack- 
ets bolted to the left hand side of the 
body carried the pieces which formed the 
rack for the shells aud anchors that make 
the torpedoes. The arms of the rack 
are carefully covered with rope or cloth 
and come up high enough to bring their 
loud within easy reach of the driver. 
Behind the seat was room for the reels, 
&c. 

".Mr. Smith said you wanted to see a 
well shot, and if you get that reel all 
right and a couple of go-devils ready by 
the time I get back I will take you ou, 
arid as I intend to use the reel you fix 
you hud better cither fix it right or make 
your will," aiM the shooter, with a laugh 
as he drove off. 

Just after dinner he came back, loaded 
in oue reel, put in the go-devils, took me 
and started. The "go-devils" are cast- 
ings about fifteen inches long, with wings 
extending out two inches each way from 
a centre. They ure let fall into the hole 
and strike the top of the shell, setting off 
the fulminate of mercury cap that ex- 
plodes the glycerine in the hole. They 
must be of the most brittle, rotten iron 
possible, so that they will go into small 
pieces after doing their work. 

Soon after we left the main road and 
went twisting nnd turning among the 
trees nnd rocks, and presently drew up 
before a small board building twelve ft. 
square and eight feet high, that hud a 
sign on both front and rear: 

X LT RO-G L.Y CE ItlXE. 
KEEP AWAY. 

It was without windows and the door 
had heavy hinges, and a heavy bur across 
it was secured by U strong, good padlock; 
for, strange as it may seem, my compan- 
ion informed me it was no uncommon 
thing to have a magazine broken into and 
a wagon load of the contents stolen. On 
one side of the door hung a horseshoe 
held hy a string. Inside were arranged 
several wagonloads of cans; not .shoot- 
ers' wagons, but stock wagons, that bold 
from seventy-two to ninety-six cans. 
Twelve cans were quickly placed under 
the seat and we started again. Some- 
how the road seemed rougher and the 
horses not nearly so steady after we 
were loaded, although I was assured that 
the wagon always swung easier when 
loaded. As if this road was too good, 
we turned off into a mere track, whera 
the trees had been simply cut down to 
enable a wagon and team to get through. 
I would much rather have walked but 
my companion seemed very unconcerned, 
and I reflected that if it was his ordinary 
occupation I would try to stand it for 
once. lie kept regaling me with anec- 
dotes of his experiences with those who 
wished to ride and didn't know his busi- 
ness; some would make him stop while 
they got out aud ran while others would 
get out and stay long enough to bless 
him for not telling before they got in. i 

As the road kept getting steeper and f 
stonier I did not hear all the stories he 
told me but began to wonder if I couldn't 
manage to get jolted out. I am afraid 
he guessed my thoughts as he began tell- 
ing about the rattle snakes aud copper- 
heads he hiid killed going through this 
country, and he showed mo a string of 
nine rattles he had in his pocket. I hate 
snakes aud decided to hold on, but could 
not help feeling that the fools were not 
all dead yet, and fearing that one of them 
might be any minute, und without leav- 
ing much behind him for his friends to 
mourn over. At length we reached the 
main road, and in a few minutes a well 
up the hillside Was pointed out as our 
destination. Some more rough road 
brought us to within about fifty feet of 
the derrick door, when the horses were 
unhitched, taken off some distance, aud 
each one securely tied to a tree. 

Xow the real business of shooting a 
Well began. After learning the depth of 
the well and how far above the bottom 
the sand was, enough of the small tin 
pipe known as anchors was brought up 
nnd jointed together to hold the shell 
in the required place. The reel was 
bolted to the engine flywheel as near the 
ceutre as convenient. The drilling en- 
gine is n centre crank with flywheel on 
one side and pulley on the other, aud the 
Shaft docs not extend beyond either hub. 
The tools had been stood on the casing 
head to help hold the citing in when the 
shot went off, and to them a small rope 
currying a pulley was lashed in such a 
position as to be directly over the hole. 

At this point the drillers and owners 
concluded that they had business else- 
where, aud hud faith enough in the shoot- 
er to lot him finish without them. Six 
trips, with a- can in each hand, brought 
the nitro-glycerine up over the rocks und 
logs to the derrick. I didn't offer to 
help and he didn't invite me. The line 
was run down the reel through the pulley 
the anchor fixed to the bottom of the 
shell, the shell carefully lowered into the 
hole and hung on the hook at the end of 
the line. This hook is made so that when 
the torpedo rests at the bottom of tua 
well it unhooks and the ball drops to one 
side. 

Before leaving the drillers had poured 
water into the hole, so that it stood about 
300 fect, the hole being 1,174 feet deep 
altogether. On the top of the shell, 
just under the ball, was n round piece 
Of iron with n '/i-ineh rod; on the lower 
end of this rod a long cap, which Tested 



on a small anvil piece. The go-devil, 
when dropped, should strike the plate 
nnd explode the cap. 

The shooter went out to the Teel and 
drew the shell up so that the top stood 
about three feet above the floor, and se- 
curely locked the reel. The cans were 
then uncorked, and I noticed that there 
were two corks to each can, the holes 
being on opposite corners, ns they didn't 
want any slopping over. The contents 
were poured into the shells, and looked 
much like fine, winter-strained lard oil. 
It was hard for ine to realize the energy 
stored up there, and that a few drops 
wero enough to tear me into shreds. 

As we walked hack to the reel my 
companion remarked that perhaps I had 
better withdraw to a distance as the 
most dangerous time was at hand. 

"When I start letting off that brake, if 
nnything should stick and then drop, it 
might be interesting, and if the reel does 
not work smooth and even I cannot tell 
how things are going down in the hole. 
Sometimes u shell sticks and unhooks, 
and sometimes the bail lets go. If your 
reel has hard spots you never feel sure." 
As he spoke I begun to realize that a few 
cents on the price paid for getting things 
just right did not count for anything in a 
business like that. In a few minutes 
the shell was nt the bottom, nnd I was 
given the privilege of dropping the go 
devil. We walked off about 150 feet 
and waited. I must have been a hoodoo, 
as the shot failed to respond, and another 
go-devil did no better. Then a jack 
squib was made. This is simply a small 
tube with about two or three ounces of 
nitro-glycerine in the bottom, several 
feet of water-proof fuse, with a cap on 
the lower end in the glycerine, coiled up, 
and some sand packed in to make weight 
to 6ink it through the iluid. The fuse is 
lighted with the squib dropped into the 
hole. This did the work. We could feel 
a jar; then came a rush of air, then sand 
and gravel, and with a great rush aud 
roar the water utid dirt came forth, go- 
ing over the top of the derrick. 

In a gusher country this might be fol- 
lowed by a How of oil amounting some- 
times to several thousand barrels in 24 
hours, or by a flow of gas, with a pres- 
sure of hundreds of feet per square inch 
and a roar that can be heard for miles. 
All the lire under the boiler and else- 
where around a well is extinguished be- 
fore shooting, as some gas is always pres- 
ent, and many men have been burned up 
by the gas igniting. This well turned out 
to be a small pumper. Wc left it to the 
drillers to finish; they had to clean out 
aud then the owner tubed it. 

As I drove back with the shooter it 
seemed a long drive since I had left the 
shop, and I did not think I would care 
to exchange jobs with him if he did get 
$0 per shot for his work, and it made me 
feci crawly to think of a man getting up 
in the night and taking on such a load, 
as is often done. Most of the hauling 
of stock is done in the night, as it is cool- 
er, there are loss teams on the road and 
fewer people to kick about hauling it 
through the town .

Mr. JosephChamberlain 



From the London Mail. 

At every Liberal and Radical meeting 
the criet-) from the crowd have been for 
the speakers to discuss the enormities 
committed by the Right lion. Joseph 
Chamberlain. 

At every Unionist meeting which I 
have attended the mention of Mr. Cham- 
berlain's name has been the signal for 
yells and salvos of delight. The narrow 
of the contest at the polls is that tho 
country is to vote confidence in Mr. 
Chamberlain or the reverse. 

Sir William Hnrcoutt calls him "the 
Pretender." and other Liberals have said 
that in Lord Salisbury's statement of the 
national situation there is no vital parn- 
garph except the one which mentions 
the work of the colonial minister. His 
portrait is to be seen wherever pictures 
of men are for stile or on show, aud, 
even, in Billiughurst etaoin estaoiu col 
even in Birmingham, the largest, most 
constant crowd is that which gathers all 
day long before a quarter-life size photo- 
graph of Mr. Chamberlain and his fam- 
ily- 

Whether men like or detest him— and 
he is the most admired and best hated 
man in Great Britain — there is no get- 
ting away from him for any man who 
pouders or discusses the immediate af- 
fairs of the realm. He lias always been 
growing, and at the pace of sweet corn 
in August, when the darkies say "you 
can hear it grow at night," but the South 
African troubles have pushed him up 
like a mango sprout in the hands of 
an Indian juggler. There is no getting 
away from him, and from this plight no 
one is excepted — apparently not even 
himself. 

"I might die to-morrow," he said the 
other night at Burton-on-Trent, "and 
still there would remain this great Em- 
pire of our forefathers. It is not my 
character or my personality or my views 
which matter any thing in this struggle." 

And now turn away from England 
and observe the figure he cuts abroad 
— in the eyes of foreigners, whose judg- 
ment is often the true guide or nearest 
approach to the verdict of our own pos- 
terity. (It is distorted by hatred, but 
the size of the figure remains.) 

Abroad. Mr. Chamberlain stands as 
the representative of Britain, as well 
as of the most hideous spirit and work 
which foreign fancy, filled with hatred, 
can conceive or twist out of niixtMl fable 
and facts. He is always foremost in the 
editorials and printed gibes nnd flings. 
His pictures in cartoons and on post 
ctirds would paper the wjtlls of the larg- 
est hall abroad. They depict him with 
ti tail, horns, and n single hoof, as the 
man behind every scene in recent Eng- 
lish history from the Jameson raid and 
the Fnshoda affair down to the sacking 
and burning of the sacred and arcadian 
homes of the Boers who have been ad- 
opted by continental Europe as an in- 
strument with which to conjure the lively 
devil known as Anglophobia. There is 
no more chance to get away from his 
all-pervasiveness there than there is In 
England. 

He came to Burton-on-Trent in a spe- 
cial train on Friday night, and stepning 
out of a carriage of plate glass, lighted 
like a lump, stood before us on the plat- 
form. 

Hi' wore an overcoat, with heavy lapels 
of Persian lamb's wool, such as an actor 
might he expected to sport, a brilliant 
new silk hat, and trousers eloquent to 
the care and pride of their owner. His 
smooth-shaven face was waxen-white, 
and like a curving In marble; so much so 
that when he smiled, it wan as if a mask 
had wrinkled a little about the mouth. 

He merely (lashed through the crowd 
nnd was gone. 

An hour later ho was addressing a 
meeting in Bass's branding shed, where 
•1,000 persons had a chance to study him 
for quite sixty minutes'. 

I knew the type well— that of the most 
extraordinary product of this century. 
It has been though a new world typo, 
produced whore ' nature is magnificent 
and Titst, with prairies that give play 
to enormous action, mountains which stop 
all but the mightiest wills; rivers and 
cascades which the ignorant savages wor- 
shiped; but the new masters among men 
have passed , over upon giant webbings 



of steel, have even humbled and harnes- 
sed that they may transform their force 
into motive aud lighting powers. 

That is the Chamberlain type, called 
( in the Xew World by such names as 
i Commodore Vanderbilt, Jay Gould, 
Thomas A. Scott, James Hill, Sir Wil- 
liam C. Van Home, and Cecil Rhodes, 
■ -Nearly all who are of this type work 
I indoors at desks dotted otll over with 
i electric buttons, that summon the many 
hands and heads- which their vast affairs 
require to carry out the mere suggestive 
dashes of their siugle minds. 

As Mr. Chamberlain rose and began 
speaking it was, for a moment, as if I 
were in some other place looking at an- 
other man, and I expected him to say: 
"Gentlemen I have had the Rocky Moun- 
tains searched and have found a pass 
where the worst gradient is only one 
in a hundred, and we shall haul trains 
with a single light engine as against the 
four 100-ton engines now used by our 
competitors. I have arranged to put our 
own steamers of full Atlantic tonnage 
upon the Great Lukes and to pay for 
them out of their own savings at the 
rate of two n year. We shall lay out, 
for our Pacific terminus, a port which 
must rival Liverpool in the course of 
twenty years, nnd which at an expendi- 
ture of five millions should return us its 
cost annually after the first few years 
for the next two decades." 

Cool to coldness, so palid that women 
whispered that he was ill, straight us 
an arrow, without a single gray hair, 
slender ns a professional runner, dressed 
as only can be dressed a man of routine 
whose pulse is llollandish who lets others 
do the work, the walking, and the worry- 
ing, he might be thought to have walked 
out of a cold-storage room. 

The shed was like a Turkish bath, and 
its heat worked upon his surface ice in 
time, after which his smile was more 
easily executed, and his cheek trembled 
bow' and then where the light string of 
his eyeglasses touched it. For he wore 
the inevitable glass, and. with a setise 
of effect as perfect as if ho had been 
Japanese, a tcrra-cotta colored orchid 
to balance it. 

Note that tho audience was noisy— 
that it had been said there wits a plot 
to break up tho meetinff. 

The master— the Bruin in man's at- 
tire—exhibited no more impatience or 
annoyance thnn found expression in the 
slow raising of one hand with a gesture 
half of insistence half of warning. 

The disturbance grew, and there came 
from him the note of one who will not 
brook interruption. It was uttered as 
deliberately and slowly, with tho same 
coolness as all else that he said. "If 
there are any persons who wish to dis- 
turb this meeting, make a circle around 
them and we can tell who they are." 

A statute could not have shown more 
self-control or loss sign of feeling. 

Tho noise grew, and Mr. Chamberlain 
said as if some remark was expected, 
though if did not matter, "Surely you in 
Burton can manage your meetings," and 
sat down. 

Then rose tho wonderful Lady Bur- 
ton, head of 500 of the most practical 
lady election workers in the kingdom, 
and reservoir of the energy of the local 
Unionist campaign. She was not cool, 
but righteously indignant. 

"If you did not como to hoar Mr. Cham- 
berlnin, what did you como for? So many 
people are disappointed, I bog of you to 
be quiet." It was she who begged— not 
Mr. Chamberlain; ono could not imagine 
him doing it. "It would be generous to 
be quiet," was the most ho would say. 

After that the man of all-conquering 
personality began an hour's speech, well 
worth hearing and studying, as an ex- 
pression of tho force and subtley, the 
command the finesse, and the resources 
by which ho keeps rising and gaining 
power. It was as fine as fencing done 
with a hand' and wrist of stool. There 
was intensity in his speech, but no heat 
or feeling, and no word was spoken loud- 
er than if ho had been addressing a com- 
pany in a London drawing room. There 
were witty touches here and there, and 
rounding dramatic sentences, but they 
seemed to have been prepared— not spon- 
taneous, but rather thought out with 
tie., in hand. Perspiration beaded bis 
brow, but his small, sharp eyes borrowed 
no boat, and his face was graven to the 
end. He had a wizard's power of bruin 
and sounded note after note until he hit 
the one that quieted nnd caught his hear- 
ers. 

And then, would vou believe it, as soon 
as he hinted nt stopping the spell-bound 
people cried "Go on! go on!" 

And at tho end they insisted upon 
singing what a jolly good fellow ho was.

Philippines 



Plan For Police Force of Na- 
tives With United States 
Officers. 



Is Regarded as Better Than 
Taking Harsher Methods- 
Sultan of Sulu. 



Since plans to put civil government in- 
to effect in the Philippines pTctmppoees a 
condition of peace, saya the Manila cor- 
respondent of the New York Tribune, 
they will need to include in all the islands 
provision for efficient policing. Present 
conditions need vigorous handling, if gov- 
ernment is to be at all comfortable. Good 
pay for office holders and a salutary sys- 
tem of lows will count for little if local 
authority in vested in men who hold Fil- 
ipino commissions, as is now suspected of 
many; if mere suspicion of friendliness 
towards the controlling power endangers 
the safety of a native, h\a family, or his 
property, and if Americans cannot show 
themselves in the roadways, except in 
force, without inviting the tire of a hid- 
den enemy. 

If the army is to be depleted of a con- 
siderable portion of its volunteer force 
by the expiration of enlistments, the 
homeward movement of the troops must 
begin soon. An emergency situation 
then will be presented. The question is 
whether to anticipate it by vigorous 
measures now or to try to provide for it 
through a colonial police, organized on a 
military basis, and commanded by Ameri- 
can officers. Arguments for the police 
plan are enforced by the official record, 
which certainly implies that in the ap- 
pointment of a commission to take charge 
of the islands, military force has accomp- 
lished its mission and affairs have ad- 
vanced to the stage at which civil au- 
thority will be respected. A police force 
>\ould be a civil institution even if it 
were for practical purposes a colonial 
army. 

In plans to preserve order, the authori- 
ties note conditions far from quieting. 
The guerilla practice of picking off sol- 
diers and the tragedies enacted in the 
robbery or murder of friendly natives aru 
i ot more subversive of order or of so- 
cial tranquility than is the fear of law- 
lessness which permeates entire district* 
and drives the population from villages 
upon a shift of military pouts. 

In the Island of Panay, in the Visayas, 
the troops found villages absolutely de- 
serted. Their people had lied from them 
for fear of attack from bandits, and had 
taken refuge in protected settlements, 
leaving their homes to be entered and 
ransacked by any visitors choosing to do 
so. They chose to suffer in that way 
rather than risk the personal indignities 
to which such visits might subject them. 
When the troops appeared in that vicin- 
ity the villagers returned to their homes. 

It was desired a few weeks ago to 
send a message by carrier from Pototnn 
tu Dumarao, in Panay, over a mountain 
pass, a distance of thirty miles. No na- 
tive was willing to carry it, and finally 
the sum of .?50 was offered for a messen- 
ger. That is as much money as a native 
could earn from home labor in several 
months. It was learned that no native 
could be hired to make that trip for $1U0, 
because the pass and Hanking hills were 
so infested with ladrones and insurrectos 
that almost certain death awaited any 
one making the trip alone. When a gar- 
rison moved from one Panay town to an- 
other one day last month the town va- 
cated was visited that night before the 
people could get away by a band of 
plunderers, who robbed the villagers and 
threw them into panic by threats of 
wholesale murder. 

Tint*; were occurrences in a pacified 
island. In some degree similar condi- 
tions prevail wherever natives choose to 
unite for plunder, whether as insurrectos, 
highwaymen or armed robbers. The in- 
surrection stands the brunt of their con- 
duct, although the real responsibility for 
it is in a condition of disorder that makes 
outlawry of all kinds easy, and permits 
the idle and riotous to thrive on brutality. 

So far as Americans are concerned, 
those who are simply insurrectos have 
some regard for decency. They try to 
kill and they lead guerilla lives, but 
vi hen they can capture a party by am- 
bush, they treat prisoners considerately. 
Their reputation in dealing with their 
own race, on the other hand, is atrocious- 
ly had. It gives license to bandits to rob 
and murder, with little danger of detec- 
tion, and with the mask of insurrection 
tu cover them. 



measures are favored by many officers as 
an effective substitute. In the opirion of 
those who favor this course, it would be 
exemplary and would not need frequent 
trial to establish at least a semblance of 
order. . , 

Kegardless of the- outcry' that such a 
course, harshly applied, might raise in 
the United States, it is criticized here on 
various grounds. If the army is soon to 
be weakened by the expiration of enlist- 
ments, the reduction of force and the pro- 
bable withdrawal of troops from many 
districts might act as a removal of pres- 
sure agninst outlawry and incite fresh 
horrors and widespread despair, involv- 
ing districts perhaps that are now com- 
paratively quiet. It is feared that out- 
breaks following forcible suppression 
would be more violent than ever. The 
plan is opposed also because it might 
throw needless stigma upon a policy that 
has been conspicuously humane. 

The criticism raised agninst such a 
course by regular troops goes to the ques- 
tion of foreign 'service, particularly tropi- 
cal service. While these troops hold 
themselves subject to any orders and 
have no thought of dissenting from a 
programme that may be laid out for 
them, they think that in fairness they 
should be entitled to elect a zone for 
long-continued service and that the gov- 
nment may well consider the policy of 
keeping men on extended duty, except in 
case of open war, in a climate to little 
changing as to enervate and depress 
them. As the regular force is small and 
transfers would be of necessity infre- 
quent, such work as would be enforced 
to compel and keep order here would try 
men out, perhaps faster than they could 
be recruited in the regular service. 

In this connection is has been proposed 
that a colonial army be formed, to which 
regular officers or men he assigned on 
their own application; that climate hard- 
ship be compensated by extra pay and al- 
lowances; that except when in ' actuul 
war no one in the regular force he re- 
quired to do altogether more than live 
years of foreign service; and that, so far 
as may be prudent, enlistments be accept- 
ed from natives. The plan would be to ad- 
vance in rank commissioned officers ac- 
cepting colonial service, and, if such offi- 
cers ran short, to offer commissions to 
regular non-commissioned officers. 

More is heard in favor of a colonial 
police than of a colonial army. Although 
official life seldom inspires great confi 
lonee in native professions, it is beli 



or equip a body of police, to whose 
course in the preservation of order no 
exception can be taken. The civil and 
military establishments will in any case 
work harmoniously, and it need not be 
doubted that when the commission, as 
supremo authority, shall decide upon the 
agency for making government orderly 
and comfortable, its most efficient coun- 
sel and ally will be the military etaff.

Preparations Now Completed 
For Eleventh Annual Fete at 
Assemblv Hall. 



If the army, now in fair force, was or- 
dered to put down disorder by any means, 
however harsh, it might restore quiet in 
many districts by destroying crops, turn- 
ing mules into rice fields, driving off 
stock and concentrating the people in 
town boundaries, and in instant retalia- 
tion upon any community in which a 
shooting or other case of disorder occur- 
red. In plaee of the present method of 
administering no punishment except when 
men may be caught "red handed," such 
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that the authorities could utilize tribal 
dislikes and prejudices in the organiza- 
tion of a force large and determined 
enough to keep order. Such a force as 
the rural guaril of Cuba or Porto Rico 
is proposed, with the difference that the 
guards here would be assigned to dis- 
tricts and among people strange to them. 
Men from southern provinces or islands 
would be put on duty far from home, and 
those from the north would be sent south. 
Guards and people would not have the 
same language. 

Encouragement is given to the opinion 
that a strong force could be recruited by 
the evident desire for peace in many of 
file garrisoned communities, and the large 
number of men who remain in these com- 
r.i unities in peaceful pursuits. Induce- 
ments of good pay and care and of asso- 
ciation with a force sufficient to suppress 
any organized disorder would bring in ap- 
plications for places, it is thought, in ex- 
cess of the number to be filled. Such a 
guard might garrison every district, af- 
ford the protection to settlements that 
the soldiers now give and do tin- soldiers' 
work, and insure at least outward re- 
spect for law and a fair measure of petiee 
in every section. Colonial police would 
be distince from municipal police, but 
one force might be expected to be equal 
in taking care of the country, while the 
other kept order in the towns. 

i$ 

If such a force were employed white 
officers would command: the soldiers 
might be spared from garrisons without 
encouraging outlaw raids, since the po- 
lice would occupy the garrisons, and oc- 
cupancy strictly military might be con- 
fined to seaports or the larger interior 
points, subject to emergency call or ready 
for any duty belonging customarily to 
soldiery rather than to police. This plan 
would permit volunteers to return home 
and enable comparatively few regulars 
to attend to all military functions. 

It is certain that something imt«t be 
done to correct present conditions of dis- 
order. Civil governmen can he little 
more than an affair of paper while riot 
threatens or fear restrains the peace of 
mind of the people. There are few im- 
portant islands which do not require 
sharp watching all the time. If an ex- 
ception may be made at the moment, it 
applies to the Sulu group, where the Snl- 
ran anil his Mohamedans live. The Sul- 
tan decided, when the Americans took 
pos«ession of an abandoned rhureh at 
Solo as barracks, that troops who would 
do that could not come from a Christian 
hind, and therefore the obligation upon 
a Moro to run amuck and kill Christians 
Could have no relation to Americans. lie 
sees his way now, through American in- 
dulgence, to import Stock for a genera! 
siore which he owns, on a favored-na- 
tion basis, and lie and his people are as 
friendly as can he. 

This simply furnishes an instance of 
the happening of the unexpected. It 
constitutes no pledge for continuing good- 
will, but the immediate purposes of or- 
der are served by the Sultan's avowal 
that, since Americans are not Christians, 
he has no grievance against them. 
Should discussion with him hi' provoked 
on points of doctrine, a fresh complexion 
might be put on affairs. Meanwhile, 
the Sultan is in the way of prospering in 
trade, ami so many material promises 
may loom up before him as to induce him 
to waive his claim of right to hold slaves 
rather than differ with the President. 
The point of view is that affairs in his 
islands demand a minimum of attention, 
lie keeps on the best possible terms with 
tiie military, and. beyond the ravings of 
an occasional crank, who is uniformly 
md promptly squelched, affairs move as 
smoothly in Mindaiio and the Sulus as 
colud be hoped. 

The Sultan has interested himself in 
education, and one of the best schools 
established by military authority is at 
.loto. With the aid of some of the offi- 
cers stationed there, English has been 
put in the course. Gen. Macarthur re- 
cently visited the school and was regaled 
with a recitation in English by a small 
girl of the story of Washington and the 
cherry tree. Then the school sang for 
him in chorus "There'll Be a Hot Time 
in the Old Town," under the evident im- 
pression that it was the National Air. 

Elsewhere than among- mio heathen 
there is room for a strong, well-armed 
force, whether it be military or civil. Un- 
til it shall be furnished and put system- 
atically and vigorously at work in behalf 
of order, simultaneous migration of 
troops and villagers will proceed in Cebu; 
the bandits of ncgros will support them- 
selves by plunder, anil American soldiers 
will be shot and friendly natives looted 
within a few hours' run of Manila. 

The fact seems to be that the insurrec- 
tion, as far as it. has backbone and guid- 
ance, rests on the slender hope that 
chance may not deal too unkindly with it 
until favoring terms may he dictated to 
a civil establishment. There is no thought 
that it can ever dislodge American force. 
While awaiting its chance, it provides a 
cloak for every crime of violence and 
keeps affairs unsettled. The civil au- 
thority will begin work thoroughly com- 
mitted to the maintenance of good order 
by means as forceful as may be neces- 
sary. Its organization may justify the 
military in strong measures, if required, 
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Preparations are now complete and the 
Assembly hall, Fort street, is again most 
beautifully decorated by the faithful and 
loving band of workers who, year by 
year, muke the interests of the ltoyal 
Jubilee hospital their especial care. Tho 
hull looks extremely well, owing to the 
kindness of the Commander-in-Chief, 
who again has premitted the use of the 
Hags and ensigns of II. M. S. Warspite 
to be used in it/* decorations. These havo 
been most beautifully draped by W. 
Ymcer and a baud of bluejackets, while 
the ladies have attended to the greenery 
and tloral decorations. 

Two sitting-out rooms have been re- 
spectively arranged by Mrs. I>. F. Bur- 
ton and the Misses Pemberton, and the 
Misses Dunsmuir, Prior and Loewen. A 
cosy corner looks most artistic, furnish 
ed by Mis. F. B. Pemberton and Mrs, 
Livingston Thoni[ison. The supper room 
is in the hands of Mrs. Hasell and the 
Daughters of Pity; while the cominissari- 
et is ably superintended by Mrs. B. Gor- 
don, Mis. I). Dalby and a staff of able 
workers. The baud of the Fifth Regi- 
ment will be in attendance, and the ball 
will open with a round dance, it having 
been decided to ask all friends to waive 
questions of ceremony and precedence 
lor the occasion. In hospitsl work all 
meet on the same plane of 
mutual sympathy, and are united by that 
common bond of human need and human 
brotherhood which "makes all Ueau kin." 
It will be a most happy thing to carry on 
this relation— undisturbed— even in our 
pleasures— when they are to promote the 
cause to which we offer our best service.

WEF.KLY WEATHER SYNOPSIS. 

Meteorological Office. 

Victoria. Oct. ill to Nov. li. 

The Urst dav of the week was unsettled 
and showery west of the Cascades, whl! 
In Cariboo a inrht snowfall uccurrei 
These conditions were caused bv a series i 
low barometer ureas crossing the cuntiuen 
to the north of Vancouver Island. Durlii 
the 1st of • November the barometer fell 
steadily throughout the entire Paeihe Slope 
in advance of an extensive and Important 
storm area which was approach hu; the 
Washington Coast. Bv the nii:hl of the 1st 
ruin hud become generul along the Const 
and the winds Increased to a irule from 
the east wa nl. particularly over the llulf of 
Georgia and the Straits of Fuca. II v the 
early morning of the Hud the centre of this 
storm had moved Inland to the Kooteuav 
district, and the winds along the Coast 
shifted to the westward and readied the 
force of a strong eulc. when Victoria re- 
ported a maximum wind velocity of is 
miles an hour. The storm then travelled 
i asi ward across the Territories, where It 
also caused high winds, and sleet and snow 
more particularly about Prince Allien and 
throughout -Manitoba. During the 2nd u 
vast high barometer urea spread Inland 
over this province and the adlolulug 
States, and with little change hovered over 
these districts until the close of the week. 

As Is usual with such a movement, the 
weather became ohenomenall v fine for this 
time of the year and shorn frosts were gen- 
eral for several duvs west of the Cascades, 
while the winds along the (.'oust from Cali- 
fornia northward remained IlL'ht to moder- 
ate, and were chiefly from the north and 
east.

It. M. S. Empress of Japan came in 
from her anchorage in the Royal Roads 
yesterday morning and tied up at the 
outer wharf. The work of taking cargo 
from the forward hatch of the si earner 
and of temporarily repairing and patch- 
ing the damages received in the collision 
with the Abbey Palmer, which, in view 
of the facts now coining to light, was a 
most mysterious affair, was immediately 
commenced by n big gang of workmen 
from the Albion Iron "Works. The steam- 
er will not enter the dry dock here, but 
will temporarily repair her injuries in or- 
der to allow of her milking the passage 
to Hongkong, where she will outer the 
Kowioon dry dock, in which, owing to 
the greatly reduced cost of labor on thut 
side, repairs and overhauling are usually 
given the Empresses. She will be delay- 
ed there in repairing for about 21 days, 
as it has been decided to put new bilge 
keels on her when she is in the dock. 

Prom all thut could be learned of the 
accident— and the officers will not talk 
much of it— it seems that the collision 
occurred at 12:50 a.m. on Tuesday, about 
eight hours after the departure of the 
steamer from here. She was making 
about fifteen miles an hour and was per- 
haps about 120 miles out on her voyage. 
The night was a fine one, but a little 
in is! y. There was little breeze. 

It was said by passengers that 
bridge. It was saitl by passengers that 
the bark was visible for over five min- 
utes before the collision occurred, but the 
statement was made by officers that she 
was nut seen until it was too late to avoid 
the crash. In the report fur- 
nished to the customs, the Em 
ftss' officers blame the accident ti 
le fact that no stern lights were to be 
'I'll on the bark. The facts in their en 
rely will be brought out at the investi- 
Ition of the causes which led to the col- 
lision. 

The confusion when the accident 
etirrod was not uh great as iniglil be ex- 
pected. Of course it awoke all the pas- 
sengers and officers below on the port 
side, but it is said that although the 
si earner shivered from end to end, some 
of those on the starboard side slept 
through it all. There was excitement 
among those on the deck, for none knew 
how serious were the injuries received. 
Orders were given to stand by the boats, 
nild the third oflicer had tiiem swung 
over to be in readiness until the extent 
nf (he damages was ascertained. There 
was no panic ami, in fart, the demeanor 
nf the passengers throughout was most 
commendable. Even the Chinese did not 
rush to where the boats were carried 
The extent of the injuries was too great 
in the opinion of the Captain to allow of 
continuing the voyage, and the steamer 
was put about. She took a little water, 
but the leak was a very slight one, und 
the vessel was kept clear without any 
noticeable effort. 

Whether the Abbey Palmer was seen 
from the Empress or not, or whether her 
lights were showing in proper manner, 
the fact is unmistakenbly shown by tin 
wrecked condition of the liner that tin 
bark struck iier head on and hit her m 
light tap. .lust forward of the bridge 
part of which is crumpled up and de- 
stroyed, on the port side of the steam 
or, the big white steamer has her bul- 
warks buckled like a crumpled up paper 
and the thick steel is broken and folded 
up like tinfoil. From a depth of about 
seven feet below water to the roof of 
her chart house, attached to the forward 
part of the saloon on the promenade 
deck, the plates are badly injured. Right 
down the side of the hull is the line of 
the dent made by the bark's stem, an 
oblique line of bent plates and scraped 
paint, which shows that the bark must 
linve been lying over on the port tack 
when she ran into the Empress. The 
dented plates below water, of course,

low water. The plate above water was 
split by the force of the blow. Thence 
riglil up to the rail the plates were bent 
and those above deck, forming the bul- 
warks, were cut clean through and 
crumpled up like waste iron alter a fire. 

They were rent apart in several places, 
and above that, the rail, part of the 
bridge on that side, and bulwarks, were 
practically converted into junk. The 
steel sides of the chart room were stove 
in, jammed right buck, in fact, from n 
vertical position to an inclined plane with 
an angle nf. say. forty-five degrees. The 
ports were smashed and the brass frames 
crinkled up. The promenade deck thera 
was turned up like a toboggan. 

Below (wo cabins wore completely 
wrecked, daylight showing through one 
from (lie improvised windows made in 
the plates by the bark's stem. The whole 
was a bad looking mass of metal, which 
the staff sent down by the Albion Iron 
works were cutting and straightening 
out. 

This damage was done by the stem nnd 
bowsprit of the bark, and meanwhile the 



jibboom and bowsprit -were not idle. A 
boat was smashed, a davit smashed 
clean away and another bent and this 
presumably by the jibboom, the heavy 
steel mast was bent and badly dented. 
The rigging and shrouds on the port side 
of the foremast were all carried away. 

What happened to the hark must re- 
main untold in detail until she reaches 
port — and she had not been reported up 
lo the time of going to press. 
That she was badly damaged 
seems to be the opinion, but none on the 
Empress could tell of her injuries, other 
than that she had her stem broken up 
somewhat and her her bowsprit and for- 
ward gear carried away. They did not 
see her after the accident, and are await- 
ing iier arrival, when, il is understood, a 
claim will he made against her in the 
Admiralty court at 1'ort Townseud. 
A tug has gone to look for her. Willi 
this end in view the company had a set 
of photos made of the injuries of the 
liner yesterday afternoon. The seaman 
who jumped from the bark to the steam- 
er when the collision occurred, and who 
was acting as look-out on the bark, has 
nothing to say of the accident, he, like 
the. others on the steamer, being proba- 
bly Under the same orders not to talk of 
the affair. 

Tlie Empress had on board a large 
complement of passengers, 3tt saloon and 
(Jul. steerage, and there was a large eor- 
go. The saloon passengers are: S. Ken- 
do, president of the Nippon Vusen Kai- 
sha Steamship Co., and lv. Nakamura, 
K. Ozawa and K. Okazaki, of the same 
company, returning from an Americas 
tour: \V. J. Anstey, R.N., an Engineer 
of the Imperial service, proceeding to 
Hongkong; P. L. Seoley, son of the pro- 
prietor of the New York News, and wife, 
travelling for pleasure; Cupt. C. 15.
